IDYLLIC CONDITIONS. 


olns the Work «.? Three or Four For 
Eighteen Hoarg a Day For 81.2ft a 
•Week—Makins a Pack Horse of a Girl. 
In This Story of Crnolty True? 
"They have solved the servant girl 
roblem in Germany," said a New 
oiker to a Sun man. "I need not go 
nto the details of all I saw in German 
amily economy during rny year abroad 
o convince you of this. I would not 


•en try to explain the way in which 
ne Germans have done it, but I can 
ive an illustration or two of tho re- 
nlts as I saw them. 


We first went to live in a boarding 


ouse in Brunswick. It was a very 
ashionable boarding house, for Arnen- 
ans only, and tho prices would bring 
oy to tho heait of even a New York 
ity landlady There were eight board- 
rs besides my wife and myself. There 
\veie the father and mother of the fam- 
.y and three grown daughters 
We 


ived in a villa with a garden attach- 
ment and a very imposing entrance 
domed with metal that needed polish- 
ing daily 
For the work of this whole 


ig house and household there was just 
ne servant, who received just 5 marks, 
r §1 25, a week for her services. She 
not only cooked all the meals, polished 
11 the doorknobs, made up all the 
corns and washed all the clothes, but 
she cut the grass in the garden, trimmed 
ho grapevines, scrubbed the fence and 
weeded the walks. She rose at 4.80 
jvery morning, moreover, and blacked 
ill the boots. Her hours of labor were 
roin 4 30 a. m to 10 30 p m. daily, 
and she had ]ust one day off a month. 


When we first went to the boarding 


louse, I noticed that after each dinner 
he herr papa went through a queer 
>erformance. He would mash down 
,wo potatoes on a plate, cut two slices 
of meat and lay them on the potato, add 


spoonful of each vegetable to the heap 


and crown the collection with a thick, 
unbuttered chunk of black bread. I 
iiought he must have a high bred dog 
about the place. For the first week or 
;wo that was my idea of the purpose for 
which the dish was prepared 
Then I 


learned that the hodgepodge was the 
servant girl's allowance 
She was per- 


mitted to clear the plate, but not a 
mouthful more was hers. From what I 
observed afterward I concluded that 
any effort on her part to get more 
would have had dire results. The herr 
papa certainly would have had an apo- 
plectic fit The fran mamma probably 
would have torn her hair and burse on 
the spot the moment she heard such a 
request. The consciousness of such pos- 
sibilities evidently was what deterred 
the gill from asking for more All the 
time I was in the boarding house she 
worked her 18 hours a day with three 
portions of coffee and black bread and 
the hodgepcvlge I have described as her 
sole nourinsment. 


"One day last May we made a trip in- 


to the Harz mountains. We went as a 
big German family, carrying all of our 
three meals, our beer and our wraps 
with us—that is, the servant girl car- 
ried them with us. She had strapped on 
her back a deep conical basket capable 
of holding about two bushels The bas- 
ket had been packed with ham, sausage, 
bread, beer and various other resources 
of the delicatessen shop On top of the 
provisions were packed the wraps. 
Loaded with the two bushels of miscel- 
lany, the servant girl brought up the 
rear of our procession through Bruns- 
wick and was shoved into a seatless 
fourth ch&s car, and the rest of us got 
into a second class car, and away we 
sntm to the foot of the Enrz mountains. 
' "Now, not wanting the reputation of 
a long distance liar, I shall not tell you 
all the wonders performed by that serv- 
ant girl on that picnic tramp Suffice it 
to say that she was with the procession, 
np hill and down dale, climbing rocks 
and sliding down the steep places. We 
began tramping up the mountains at 
8-30, and at 11 o'clock my wife and I 
weio so tired that we took to ponies, 
but tho servant gill, with her-sucker 
cone of delicatessen, didn't turn a hair 
When dinner came, she got only her 
little plateful of sausago and black 
bread. When supper came, she got only 
a bottle of beei and black bread 
when it was all over

r> Wreck cm the N-O-O. 


The north-bound passenger train on 


the N-C-0 railroad, whioh left here 
yesterday morning, was wrecked at 
what is known as Trestle No. 3, about 
five miles north of town. 


The train was running at its usual 


rate of speed and in rounding the curve 
at the snene of the wreck the rear pas- 
senger coach left the track, careening 
over, b'ut keeping partially on its trucks 
until the high part of the fill had been 
nearly passed, when it turned over, 
rolling down an embankment'about 
eight feet high and resting bottom side 
up and dragging with it two box cars, 


There were several passengers, but 


notwithstanding the severe shaking up 
they received, none were severely in- 
jured save I. Friedman, a butcher and 
packer of Oregon, who jumped shortly 
after the c«r left the track, and be- 
.-ides having a rib broken it is feared 
that he is injured internally. S. O. 
Wells was also bruised somewhat, but 
not seriously. 


Immediately after the accident one 


of the trainmen started for town on a 
track tricycle and notified the officers 
ot the road. Mr. J. M. Fulton sent out 
a team for the injured man and other 
passengers and an engine and car with 
a wrecking crew were'dispatched. It 
only took a short time to clear tha 
track and a through train was made up 
and sent out shortly after noon. 


The wrecked cars are considerably 


damaged and it will take a day or two 
to get them out of the ditch. 


Considering the fill at that point of 


the road, and the character of the acci- 
dent, those on the train had a narrow 
escape. It is something unusual for 
the N-O-O. to have an accident and the 
Cbuse of this one cannot be definitely 
traced, The road is always kept in ex- 
cellent condition and the rolling stock 
under the watchful eye of Mr. Fulton 
who is a thorough mechanic, is never, 
allowed to run down or become danger- 
ous in any way. This, in the main, is 
the reason for the splendid record the 
road has as far as the infrequenoy of 
accidents is concerned.

gion -which does not freeze overruling 
the winter. No communication has been 
discovered between it 'and the sea,"tnev- 
ertheless at high water upon Jhe coasts 
of tho northern ocoaii the level of - thei 
lakes rises, and it falls again at" low tide.. 


This sympathy with the sea"does not 


oxteud to tho point of making'Salawik 
u salt lake. On the contrary, its waters 
ivro good to drink. But another of its 
peculiarities is that its temperature rises 
in Wjinter and falls in summer. When 
all the water courses of the neighboring 
country are completely frozen over, 
Lake Salawik becomes so worm" that it 
is really pleasant to buthe in it. On the 
other hand, in the eruinmer time the 
water is extremely cold. 


This peculiarity makes it iu the win- 


ter tinio a Mecca oi fishermen. The 
abundance of fish iu the lake is so great 
that a person can almost catch them 
with tho hand and can kill large quan- 
tities with a club. Hero for the minors 
is a source of food supply which they 
had not counted upon and which cer- 
tainly will cou'tribnto to diminish the 
cost of living, especially during the 
winter, in that inhospitable region. In 
an hour a mau can get enough fish to 
supply himself for a mouth, and of the 
very best quality, including salmon 
ranging from 20 to 50 pounds in weight. 


It will not bo astonishing if some 


fine day wo may seo upon the shores of 
Lake Salawik one of those fashionable 
hotels which are tho glory of American 
watering places.—Lewiston (Me.)Bc- 
pnblique.

Taking a Glass of the Llqnor Is a Whole

Although absinth is to a Frenchman 


what whisky is to an American, he 
never dreams of running behind a screen 
and swallowing a glassful in one tre- 
mendous effort. There is something al- 
most poetic in tho way a Frenchman 
prepares and partakes of Iris beverage. 


It always takes two waiters to serve 


a glass of absinth. Waiter No. 1 brings 
the tray, upon which are a carafe frap- 
pe (ice water that has been frozen in 
the carafe), a tall glass, a tiny tray 
piled up with small blocks of sugar imd 
a queer, flat, perforated spoon. Waiter 
No. 2, who has remained discreetly in 
the rear, advances with the bottle of the 
popular stimulant said to be the de- 
struction of so many French minds and 
bodies. 
After saluting monsieur, the 


garcon carefully pours the desired quan- 
tity into the glass and goes on to serve 
some one else. 


Then for the first time tho French- 


man shows some signs of interest in the 
matter. He relinquishes his hold on his 
cane, but one hand only; the other 
never deserts the cane. He carefully 
places the perforated spoon across the 
top of the glass. On the spoon ho bal- 
ances, with careful nicety, a block oi 
sugar and gently pours a small quantity 
of ice water over the sugar into the 
glass. This doun, ho once more grasps 
his cane with both hands and apparent 
ly forgets all about tho beverage before 
him. The sugar slowly melts, drop by 
drop, into the glass, through the per- 
forations of the spoon. Quite awhile 
afterward, sometimes a half aii hour, 
the drinker again shows an interest iu 
his beverage 
He looks to see if the 


sugar has all melted; then he removes 
the spoon and raises tho glass for a sij 
of tho concoction—only a sip, howevei 
—for it is sip liy sip that a Frenchmen! 
consumes his absinth, and a glass of it 
including the time passed in the prepa 
ration, takes an entire evening.—Chi

THACKERAY IN BOSTON. 


His Comment on tho "Good Society" of 


That City. 


Mr. Thackeray brought from England 


a letter of introduction to an important 
gentleman of Beacon strpet. By him he 
was most hospitably entertained and 
passed from dinner party to dinner par- 
ty. But Thackeray's interest in. tlie cap- 
ital of Now England did not end with 
Beacon street dinner parties. He had 
teard something of the eminent men of 
tho town and at that moment happened 
to bo paiticularly interested in Theo- 
dore Parker. Ho wished very much to 
hear this celebrated Unitarian preacher. 
He mentioned this desire to his host. 
The Beacon street gentleman seemed 
much surprised;' but without abating 
my of his outward courtesy and mak- 
ing some valid escuso took him to 
King's chapel on Sunday morning in- 
stead of to Mubic hall, where Parker 
preachqd. At King's chapel, the Bea- 
oou street gentleman said, people of the 
best society might always he found. 


Thackeray, it is needless to say, was 


a mild mannered man, not fond of a 
struggle to free himself from his enter- 
tainer's clutches. Ho saw that it wag 
impossible for him to get on Sunday to 
Music hall. But during the week he 
heard that Parker was to deliver a dis- 
course at the funeral of a rich and pub- 
lic spirited merchant. Thackeray went 
alone to the funeral and was greatly in- 
terested nnd thrilled by the address. 
Ho also saw many people who looked 
as if they were more interesting than 
any he had seen at tho Beacon street 
dinner parties. 
Ho went home that 


morning to dinner and found that his 
host had invited to meet him several 
gentlemen of the best society, most of 
whom were bores. Thackeray could not 
help telling about Parker and tho fn- 
neral and confessing how much he had 
been impressed by the preacher and the 
people. His host was visibly distressed 
and presently managed to whisper in 
his ear, "I beg of you, Mr. Thackeray, 
to remember that Mr. Parker does not 
belong to our best society." This was 
more than the Englishman could stand, 
and ho replied, loud enough to be heard 
by at least one at the table, "Upon my 
word, I begin to wish I hadn't got into 
good society when I came to Boston,"
